Seven ordinances were passed by thejcia 
Borough Fa thers Monday night. Two 
of these dealt with the budget and tax 
rate for this year, while the other five 
were designed to raise Xarberth 's in- 
surance rating. These Jive ordinances 
were as follows: Hegulating the storage 
of explosives and inflammable liquids; 
regulating; the Imrning of refuse; for- 
bidding the discharge of fireworks; 
regulating the construction of garages, 
and organizing the fire department. 

Probably the most important of the 
ordinances under consideration at the 
meeting was the new Building Code. 
This prescribes new regulations, more 
strict than those now obtaining, and 
in conformance with the requirements 
of- the Suburban I'nderwritors. One of 
the sections of this ordinance rorbids 
the roofing of any new houses with 
wooden shingles, and, further, requires 
the substitution of composition for 
wooden shingles on present roofs if fire 
should damage it more than twenty-five 
per pent. 

A mimiber of residents protested bo 
Council about this provision, claiming 
that the artistic and economical ad 
vantages of wooden shingles more than 
balanced the danger from fire. Among 
the defenders of the wooden covering 
was T. Noel Butler, of Essex Avenue, 
who appeared in person at the meeting 
to plead his cause. He was well armed 
with folders, statistics and arguments, 
and tried to convince the law-makers 
that shingiles as a cause of fire were 
negligible; that thety were more attrac- 
tive than the composition types, and 
tha.t they lasted much longer.

minor changes. Rules decreasing the 
fire hazard were adopted, covering both 
public nnd private garages. A most 
stringent ordinance was passed forbid- 
ding the discharge or sale of fireworks. 
As the ordinance reads, the youngster 
who dares to fire n cap pis-tol, cane or 
firecracker will be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and punishment awaits the 
dealer who sells fireworks and noise- 
making explosives. Pyrotechnic dis- 
plavs are to be permitted only under 
permit of the Burgess. 

A slight increase was made in the 
budget, but the old fifteen-mill tax rate 
remains. Among the notable increases 
were well-merited "raises" for Secre- 
tary Noel and Borough Treasurer K P. 
Dold, each of whom are to receive 
$300 per year insitead of $200. Money- 
was also appropriated to install twelve 
new fireplugs. 

A letter was read from the Spring- 
field Consolidated Water Co., in which 
they stated that they planned to make a 
number of improvements as specified in 
the Underwriters- recommendations. 
These include the installation of larger 
mains at several ipodnts, the connecting 
of a number of "dead-ends," and the 
laying of some new lines. These inv 
provements will greatly increase the 
amount of water available -tut danger 
points in the borough. If the installa- 
tion of twelve new fireplugs, as recom- 
mended in this letter, is carried ont, it 
will moke an appreciable improvement 
in Narberth 's fire protection facilities. 

It is hoped by Council, that, with the 
final passage of these ordinances, and 
with the improvements in water ser- 
vice, that Nailberth. will be placed in 
rating "A," thus securing the lowest 
rate for fire insurance, and standing 
in the highest position in this respect 
among suburban communities.

AN ORDINANCE 



Regulating the burning of refuse in 
the Borough of Nariberth. 

BE IT OBDAiNED bjr the Council 
of the Borough of Narberth, and it is 
hereby ordained by the authority of 
the Bame:
